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FOREWORD 


In compiling this brief history of the Mount family, 
and the genealogical records of the Mount and Flippin 
families, effort has been made to obtain complete and 
accurate data. All records herein have been collected 
over a period of years, and at considerable expense, 
by personal research by the compiler, and the valuable 
assistance of his wife, Mrs. Ninn Bobbitt Mount, and 
by experienced genealogical searchers, from United 
States Census reports, war and pension records, na- 
tional and state archives, state Historical Societies, 
marriage and family records, and a critical analysis 
of family tradition and the continuity of family names. 

This record begins with the origin of the name 
Mount in France, and the migration of members of 
the family into England in 1066, and the final entry 
of the emigrant George Mount into colonial America 
in 1660, at which time and place this genealogical 
record begins. Particular reference is made to the 
Southern Branch of the family, residing in the states 
of Virginia, North Carolina, Kentucky, Tennessee, and 
their descendants which have migrated into other 
states of the Union. 

No effort has been made to trace the record of the 
female members and their descendants, which include 
well-known families of New England and the Southern 
States. 

Ample space has been provided herein for contin- 
uance and extension of this record to other branches 
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of the family, and particularly for individual family 
records which may be connected with the remote 
ancestors by such symbols of reference as are used 
in this record.

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Historical Sketch of the Mount Family 
1066-1953 


ORIGIN OF THE NAME 


Prior to the conquest of England by William the 
Conquerer in 1066, there were no well established 
surnames, and little consideration was given to naming 
of the babies. Often nicknames were foisted upon them, 
either from some circumstance connected with their 
birth, or from some physical or other characteristic. 
William the Conquerer caused to be published a census 
in what was known as the “Doomsday Book” in which 
many of the Baronies and staunch Englishmen were 
given characteristic names—some grotesque in char- 
acter. Four hundred years later the Puritans had 
developed another custom—that of Christian names— 
and the old names began to fade out. By deleting 
certain letters or syllables, they were shortened into 
simpler and more euphonious names. 

The name Mount is of French Norman origin, and 
the spelling varied from time to time according to the 
period in which it was used, and meant, “‘a mountain, 
hill or an elevated place,’ and when applied to an 
individual, meant a person who lived on a hill or an 
elevated place, for example, “John Mont’ meaning 
John who lived on a hill or mountain, and his descend- 
ants were afterwards called Monts. The prefix, du 
or de, to a name denoted some distinguishing char-

acteristic, or the unusual standing, above that of 
others of the same name, in the community in which 
he lived. 

In the public records of that early date the name 
was spelled in different ways, varying in the different 
areas in which it occurred, as follows: 

“Monte, Richard de, a Chronicler, 1110 to 1186,” 

“Mont, William du, Chancelor of Lincoln, 1213,” 

“Munt, Walter, atte, (Walter at the Mount), 1273,” 

“Munte, William, atte, (William at the mount),” 

““Mounte, from 1348 to 1610,” 

‘“‘Mount, from 1610 to the present, 1953.” 

In the year 1066 when William the Conquerer 
invaded England, one or more of the Mont family 
joined the invading horde, and remained in England, 
finally settling in the vicinity of Canterbury, which 
was on the road from France to Dover, England, over 
the Straits of Dover, and thence to London where 
many of their descendants still live. Records of births, 
marriages and deaths of members of the early families 
are recorded in the Cathedral of Canterbury and its 
attendant churches of St. Allbaye, St. Peters, St. 
Dunstans, St. Mary Magdalene and St. George the 
Martyr; also in the towns near Canterbury, all in 
the County of Kent, England. After settling perma- 
nently in England, the name was anglicized into the 
name Mount, as it is now universally used. 


THE FIRST SETTLEMENT 


The first member of the Mount family to attempt a 
settlement in America was Pierre du Mont, a French- 
man. The King of France ceded to him the entire 
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control of the fur trade on the Canadian Coast on 
condition that he would settle the country in behalf of 
France. He attempted a settlement at Port Royal, 
Acadia, Nova Scotia, in 1605. Among the members of 
the Du Mont colony was Samuel Champlain, a great 
explorer, who, three years later, founded Quebec, when 
Jamestown was in the second year of its existence. 
The history of the little colony attempted by Du Mont 
is particular and pathetic. It occupied the coast country 


‘between the fortieth and sixtieth degrees parallel, 


which was claimed by the English. They were com- 
pelled to rely entirely upon their own means of defense 
for protection against the hostile Indians. The fur 
trade developed into a very profitable business, and 
the English desiring to obtain the rich rewards of 
that trade so harassed the colonists that in desperation 
they finally abandoned the settlement to the English, 
and Du Mont and most of the colonists returned to 
France. 


THE FIRST PERMANENT SETTLEMENT 


The first member of the Mount family to make 
permanent settlement in America was the Emigrant 
George Mount from England. He landed in Boston, 
Massachusetts about the year 1660. Protestantism 
originated in England about the year 1600 A. D., and 
members of the different religious sects opposed the 
prevailing practices and customs of the time. Charles I 
was overthrown by Cromwell and immigration to 
America reached its heights in the years from 1620 
to 1660, all seeking religious freedom. George Mount, 
one of the emigrants, was a Baptist, and as such, his 
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presence was looked upon with disfavor by the Puritans 
of the Massachusetts Bay Colony, and as a result of 
persecution, he went to Rhode Island and joined the 
Roger Williams Colony, where he was closely asso- 
ciated with the Bordens, a Quaker family. In 1664 the 
Territory of New York, including New Jersey, was 
seized by William Nichols from the Dutch. As Governor 
of New York he desired that all unoccupied land be 
taken up by the English, and in 1665 upon his invita- 
tion George Mount joined by Benjamin Borden went 
to New Jersey where they bought land from the 
Indians, and settled at Middletown, Monmouth County. 


EXCERPTS FROM PUBLIC RECORDS 


The following excerpts from the records of the “Old 
Town Book of Middletown” shows that George Mount 
entered at once actively into the civil and official life of 
the new settlement, (punctuation and spelling as in 
the original). On pages 1 and 2: 


“George Mount drew lots of land recently sur- 
veyed, No. 10 (town lot) and No. 19 (out lot).” 

“January 4, 1668 (Ear mark of cattle) George 
Mount has as his mark “left ear the top cropt 
offe’’. 

“April 22, 1668, George Mount and Janathan 
Hulms were this day by the pluralities of votes 
chosen deputies to act in the General Assembly 
to be held at Portland Point.” 

“July 20, 1669, William Lawrence: Daniel 
Kstall: George Mount: and Richard Gibbins were 
chosen Deputies for the present yeare according 
to the order: to assist the constable and overseer.” 

“July 26, 1669, at a Court holden in the towne 
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of Middletown: were present James Ashton: Con- 
stable: Richard Stout: Jonathan Hulms: Edward 
Smith: Governors: Richard Gibbins: William 
Lawrence: Daniel Estall, George Mount, towne 
Deputies: It was at length put to the vote by 
agreement of the Constable and Overseers to- 
gether with the Deputies: whether this following 
should pas a towne order or noe: it was by a 
maior vote carried in the affirmative: that it 
should pas: viz: The Constable and Overseer: with 
the assistance of the Towne Deputies: considering 
the towne to bee now wholly completed being full 
according to their number: and being carefull to 
obstruct and hinder any charge that may arise 
by means of any persons being non resident: com- 
ing to soiourn with in the limits of the towne: 
for the future prevention of all such charges as 
may arise by any persons soe coming to soiourn: 
doe hereby order and enact: that noe person being 
an inhabitant of the towne after publication here- 
of shall harbour or entertain any such person what 
soever: nott exceeding the time of ten daise: with- 
out acquainting the officers of the towne upon 
penalty of forfeit twenty shillings a night upon 
the tearmes of ten daise; and it further ordered 
that if any inhabitant soe entertains any such 
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person or persons and acquainting officers as above - 


sd: shall bee bound in such security as the officers 
of the towne shall think fitt and upon refusal of 
putting any such security: shall bee liable to such 
a fine as above said * * * After this above 
sayd order was by the consent of the Constable 
and Deputies subjected to a maior vote and re- 
solved in the aflirmative: William Lawrence one 
of the deputies protested against it and desired to 
have it soe recorded. Richard Gibbins likewise 
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another of the deputies dissenting therefrom: de- 
sired to have it soe entered the Towne Clerke was 
ordered by the Court to publish this order: by 
fixing it upon some public station” 

“December the 10th 1669 at a legall towne 
meeting it was put to a vote whoe shall bee the 
men to ases the government arrears and it was 
by the maior vote concluded that George Mount, 
Richard Sadler, Richard Richardson should bee 
the men to take those names that will not subscribe 
to the governor arrears and still doe refuse, to ases 
their property according to their abilities.” 


RELIGIOUS AFFILIATION 


The Mounts were originally Baptist in religious 
belief and affiliation, George Mount was one of the 18 
charter members, and organizer of the First Baptist 
Church established in the State of New Jersey, at 
Middletown, Monmouth County, in 1665. In an old 
history of the early settlements and churches of New 
Jersey now in the State Archives, it is related that 
“Richard Mount was excluded from Heightstown 
Baptist Church charged with nonattendance and keep- 
ing bad company, and that he later joined the Pres- 
byterian Church.” 

There has been an unbroken line of Baptists in the 
Mount family extending from the days of Roger 
Williams in Rhode Island, and the organization of 
the First Baptist Church at Middletown, New Jersey, 
to the present, Also an unbroken line of Presbyterians 
from the early settlement in New Jersey. Others have 
affiliated with the Methodist, Christian, Episcopal and 
the Latter Day Saints (Mormon) churches. 
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Many members of the family have been honored 
by their churches through the years, by being elected 
ministers, deacons, elders and vestrymen, and some 


- have been elected to positions of honor and trust in the 


councils of their respective denominations. In many 
instances their participation in the civil, official and 
military records will be noted, briefly, in connection 
with their names when reached in the genealogical 
records which are to follow. 

In F.R.Symms’s “History of Old Tennant” he quotes 
the following excerpts from the report of Paul Woodul 
Mount’s extensive research into the records of the 
Mount family, both in Europe and America: 


“In Revolutionary times the Mounts, with two 
or three exceptions, were ardent patriots. At leat 
twenty members of the family served in the Con- 
tinental Armies, and of these some of them gave 
their lives to the cause.” 

“The family was strongly identified with the his- 
tory of Old Tennant Church. The names of many 
of the members being found on the baptismal, 
burial and communicant lists of the church, and 
as contributing to the erection of the edifice. In 
the neighboring First Presbyterian Church at 
Cranbury, three generations of the family were 
elders.” 

“Some of the original Mount family descendants 
still reside in Monmouth, Middlesex and Mercer 
counties, New Jersey. Some settled at an early 
date in Virginia, Kentucky, Tennessee, Indiana, 
and there are also prominent members of the fam- 
ily residing in Arkansas, Missouri, Texas, Louis- 
iana, Mississippi and on the Pacific Coast, all of 
whom had their origin in New Jersey” ° 
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Henry D. Mount (Hezekiah, Nehemiah, Thomas, 
Richard, Richard, George) and Rebecca Stevens Mount 
of Silvertown, Oregon, had a family of 14 children— 
eight sons and six daughters—Wallace was Chief 
Justice of the State of Washington; Orville B. was a 
distinguished lawyer at Baker City, Oregon; Hugh S. 
and Guy were physicians and Clyde a dentist at Oregon 
City; Robert B., a painter; and Wallace C., a farmer at 
Silvertown, Oregon; and Beverly J., at Monlova, Wash- 
ington. Of the daughters, Clara married a banker; 
Wenona a dentist; Minnie M. a physician; Eva L. and 
Clara were each married twice. 

Mary Mount (Thomas, Matthias, George) born May 
11, 1715, died November 24, 1800, married Joseph Cox. 
She was the mother of Brigadier General James Cox 
of the Revolutionary Army, and great-grandmother 
of Samuel Sullivan Cox, better known as “Sunset Cox,” 
a distinguished lawyer, several years a member of the 
Lower House of Congress, and during the Grover 
Cleveland Administration was Minister to Turkey. 

Thomas Mount went from Virginia to Mississippi, 
and was the father of the following children: William 
Sidney Mount, a banker, who became in succession 
treasurer and mayor of the city of New Orleans. He 
died in 1882; Charles Edwin Mount, a distinguished 
lawyer of Raymond, Mississippi, who married Mary 
Roberts, a descendant of Robert King of Scotland, died 
in 1881; Thomas Lafayette Mount, married Sophie 
Keener, a daughter of Bishop Keener of the Southern 
Methodist Church, and Joseph Mount (a bachelor) 
who died of Yellow Fever in 1850.

wide distribution of members of the family, all de- 
scendants of George Mount, the original emigrant 
ancestor. 

Many of the English family still live in the vicinity 
of London and Salisbury, England. William Mount of 
Wassing Place Manor was honored with places of 
leadership and trust in his community. He served as 
High Sheriff of the County of his residence, and as 
Chairman of the Newbury Branch of Magistrates, and 
at one time, was a member of the House of Commons, 
British Parliament, for the Isle of Wight. 

The women of the Mount family deserve special 
mention. They have married into many of the leading 
families, past and present, under the following names: 
Applegate, Barkley, Bayles, Bergen, Britton, Brokaw, 
Compton, Combs, Covenhaven, Craig, Coward, Day, 
Ely, Emons, Foreman, Clark, Gordon, Hartshorne, 
Hendrickson, Herbert, Holmes, Hutchinson, Job, La- 
Rue, Lawrence, Longstreet, Lee, McKee, Moore, New- 
ell, Perrine, Reed, Rhea, Schneck, Silver, Smith, Still- 
well, Stout, Trice, Thogmorton, Tilton, Treux, Vinnest, 
Van Cleave, Wykel, Wyghte, Voorhees, Wykoff, Wilson 
and Woodul, and have thus aided in the wide distribu- 
tion of members of the family and their descendants. 

The ramifications of the family, both male and 
female, have been extended so widely, that no attempt 
has been made to trace all branches. 
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The Mount family Coat of Arms from Kent, Eng- 
land, as mentioned in “Burke’s Peerage,” is described 
as follows: i 


Arms: Argent, on a mount vert, a lion rampant, azure, Ducal- 
ly crowned or, between two Roses Gules, barbed and seeded 
ppr. 

Crest: Upon a Mount vert a fox salient supported by a ragged 

staff erect, sable. . 

Motto: Prudenter et Constanter. 


EXPLANATION OF SYMBOLS AND COLORINGS 


Argent, white or silver, signifies peace and security. 

Vert, or green, signifies hope, joy and sometimes loyalty in love. 

Gules, or red, denotes military fortitude and magnanimity. It is 
also the ‘‘Martyr’s Colour.” 

Or, yellow or gold, denotes generosity and elevation of mind. 

The Mount, in heraldry, means the representation of a Mound 
or Elevation covered with grass, occupying the bottom or 
base of the shield. 

The Lion, has always held high place in heraldry as the emblem 
of deathless courage. Guillim speaking of the lion says “It is 
a lively immage of a good soldier who must be valient of 
courage, strony of body and politic in Council and a foe 
to fear. It is the emblem of St. Mark.” 

The Fox, in heraldry, denotes one who will use all that he may 
possess of sagasity, wit or wisdom in his own defense. 
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Mount Genealogy 
1660-1953 


SECTION I 


GEORGE MOUNT, the original emigrant ancestor, was 
born in England about 1635. He was one of a large 
number of Englishmen who came to America during 
the years 1620 to 1660 seeking freedom and religious 
liberty. He landed at Boston, Massachusetts, about the 
year 1660. Being a Baptist in religious belief and prac- 
tice, his presence was not looked upon with favor by 
the Puritans of Massachusetts Bay Colony, and to 
avoid the consequent persecution for his religious 
beliefs, he went to Rhode Island and joined the Roger 
Williams Colony. There he met and married Katherine 

who, it is believed was a member of, or 
closely related to the Borden family. 

When Richard Nichols, then Governor of New York, 
opened up for settlement, the territory of New Jersey, 
which had been seized from the Dutch, he was joined 
by Benjamin Borden, and they bought land from the 
Indians at Middletown, Monmouth County, New Jersey 
for permanent settlement. He at once entered into the 
civic, religious and political life of the community. He 
was referred to as a blacksmith, which at that time, in 
England, meant a worker in metals—iron, brass and 
silver—and from such metals fashioned ornamental 
articles and monuments of lasting beauty, as well as 
tools for domestic use. He was organizer and one of 
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the charter members of the first Baptist Church organ- 

ized in the State of New Jersey at Middletown, Mon- 

mouth County in 1665, and a member of the first 

General Assembly held at Portland Point in 1668. 
He had three children as follows: 

1. Katherine, born about 1663 or 1664 in Rhode Island.

RICHARD MOUNT (I-2), son of George and Katherine 

Mount, was born 1665 in New Jersey. He was a man 

of limited education and signed all legal instruments 

by mark. He resided first at Middletown where his 
cattle mark was registered August 8, 1694. He was 
owner of several tracts of land at Middletown, totaling 

200 acres which he sold to Eden Burrows March 13, 

1710, and moved to Cranbury, New Jersey. He was 

listed on Muster Rolls as a Lieutenant. In 1687 he was 

married to Rebecca Wall of Freehold. 
They had six children as follows: 

1. Richard, born prior to 1691, died 1777. He was 
married three times—first to Rebecca ——————; 
second to Rachel Cox, and third to Eliza B. Forman, 
a widow, who was born 1712, died March 16, 1791.

MATTHIAS Mount (III-1), son of Matthias and Mary 

Wall Mount. Little is known of him. In the will of 

George Mount, his grandfather, probated August 31, 

1705, he named as beneficiaries Katherine his wife, 

Katherine a daughter, and grandsons Matthias and 

Thomas, sons of his deceased son Matthias. Three of 

his sons were prominently identified with the Presby- 

terian churches at Tennant and Cranbury. He was 
buried in the Cranbury Church Cemetery. He married 

Ann Nesbit, daughter of Joseph Nesbit. 

They had four children, viz.:

MATTHIAS MOUNT (IV-2), son of Matthias and Ann 
Nesbit Mount, was born 1706 in New Jersey and died 
April 7, 1791. He resided at Cranbury where he was 
an Elder in the Presbyterian Church. In 1745 he moved 
to Freehold, Middlesex County, and about 1768 moved 
to Fairfax County, Virginia, and in 1774 was appointed 
by the court a member of a commission to survey routes 
for public roads in the county. The following is a record 
of his military services, obtained from the Adjutant’s 
office in Washington, D. C.: 


“The record on file in this office shows that 
Matthias Mount served in the Revolution as a 
private in Captain Mitchell’s Company, 12th 
Virginia Regiment,—also designated as 4th, 8th, 
and 12th Virginia.—the 8th Regiment commanded 
by Colonel James Wood. He enlisted for three 
years on December 25, 1776, and was transferred 
to Captain Thomas Boyer’s Company about De- 
cember, 1777, and again transferred about June 
1778 to Major Jonathan Clerk’s Company, and in 
1779 to a company designated at various times as 
Captain Robert Gambel’s and Captain Presley Ne- 
ville’s Company the same regiment. Captain 
Wood’s Company was under Lieutenant Colonel 
Flemming of the Virginia Colonial Troops,—The 
Lieutenant’s Company being a part of the same 
regiment. His name last appears on the company 
pay roll for November 1779.” 


The following quotation is taken from Stillwell’s 
Historical and Genealogical Miscellany: 


“Matthias Mount, son of Matthias and Ann Nesbit 
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Mount, was born 1706 and died 1791. He married 
Annie Disbrow who was born 1714, and died June 
23, 1792. They are buried in Cranbury Yard, be- 
tween Humphrey and Matthias Mount. He was a 
Ruling Elder in the First Presbyterian Church at 
Cranbury for nearly fifty years. In 1745 he was 
residing at Freehold, New Jersey. He was a Rev- 
olutionary soldier when over 70 years of age. Tra- 
dition says that he was assigned as a teamster 
much to his chagrin.” 


Being a teamster probably accounts for his frequent 
transfers, as all war materials and supplies were moved 
by wagon teams. His wife, Annie Disbrow, was a mem- 
ber of a well-known Colonial family. The old Disbrow 
homestead located at Memeroneck, New York, has long 
since gone to decay, but the old rock chimney, with its 
huge fireplace, covered with ivy, still stands as a monu- 
ment to the chivalry and a civilization of the past, the 
like of which will probably never be seen again. The old 
homestead was of literary and historic interest, refer- 
ence to which is made in Cooper’s novel ‘‘The Spy.” It 
was in the large cupboard which stood near the fire- 
place that Harvey Birch, the interesting character in 
the great American novel, hid himself. Matthias and 
his wife Annie are buried in the cemetery at Cranbury, 
New Jersey.

mouth. After the war he returned to New Jersey 
and New York, and married Rachel Reton, in the 
Dutch Reformed Church of New York City. On 
April 20, 1819, he was granted a pension of $8.00 
per month through the New York Agency. He died 
in Ellisburg, Jefferson County, New York, Septem- 
ber 1, 1828, survived by his widow Rachel, and two 
sons—John of Bedford, Cuyahoga County, Ohio, 
and William of Crawford County, Ohio. 

Rachel, born in New Jersey, February 13, 1745. 
John Humphrey, baptised in First Presbyterian 
Church at Cranbury, July 18, 1746. He was a Revo- 
lutionary soldier and served in the siege of York- 
town and witnessed the surrender of Cornwallis. He 
married Abigail Bayless at Trenton, New Jersey.

THOMAS MOUNT (V-1), the son of Matthias and Annie 
Disbrow Mount, was born April 18, 1728, in New 
Jersey. He moved to Fauquier County, Virginia, about 
1768, and from there to Shelby County, Kentucky, after 
the close of the Revolution. He was a man of consider- 
able wealth, owning large tracts of land in Harrison 
County, Virginia (now West Virginia), and in Frank- 
lin, Shelby and Lee Counties, Kentucky, together 
with a number of slaves. He died on April 19, 1818, 
and his will dated October 31, 1815, probated in the 
Court at Shelbyville, Kentucky, in 1818. He bequeathed 
to his son Elijah 1000 acres of land and to his son 
Ezekiel 500 acres, out of his holdings in Lee County. 
The remainder of his real estate and his personal 
property were to be sold and the proceeds divided 
equally among his children, and each was to be given 
a slave, naming the one intended for each child. 

He married Mary Clayton of New Jersey. She was 
born September 4, 1734. They had 12 children. Their 
names and the date of birth of each were taken from 
the old family Bible which is more than 200 years old, 
and still in possession of members of the family, are 
as follows:

EZEKIEL MOUNT (VI-2), son of Thomas and Mary Clay- 
ton Mount, was born November 27, 1758, in Amwell 
Township, New Jersey. He enlisted in John Anderson’s 
Company of the ‘‘New Jersey Flying Camp” and was 
sent to New York, where he continued to do duty until 
ordered to Long Island. He was in the battle of Long 
Island in August 1776, and followed the retreating 
troops to Fort Washington and in October 1776 was in 
the battle of White Plains, New York. After that 
battle the troops crossed the Hudson River at King’s 
Ferry and marched to Woodbridge, and then to Fort 
Lee, which was evacuated after the fall of Fort Wash- 
ington. In November or December they proceeded from 
Fort Lee to Newark, Elizabethtown and Brunswick, 
where he was dismissed, after five months of service, 
but not given a written discharge. Afterwards he was 
occasionally called out on special service with parties of 
militia, for a few days at a time—probably two months 
altogether. 

In August 1780 he moved to Loudon County, Virgin- 
ia, and in August 1781 he was drafted in the Continen- 
tal Army of Virginia (Virginia militia), and placed in 
Captain John Henry’s Company under Colonel Dabney 
and Major Quarles—John Hereford was the Adjutant 
and William Hereford Quarter Master. The troops 
were then marched to Fredericksburg and Richmond 
and into the neighborhood of York, but had to retreat. 
After two months of service with the Virginia troops, 
he was dismissed, on account of illness, and returned 
to his home in Loudon County, Virginia. He was 
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granted a pension as a private on January 17, 1834, in 
the sum of $26.66 per annum, Virginia Agency, Act 
of January 7, 1832. He died September 21, 1834.

JAMES ATWELL MOUNT (XII-8), son of Atwell and 
Lucinda Fullenwinder Mount, was born March 24, 
1843, in Montgomery County, Indiana, one of twelve 
children. He spent his boyhood on a farm, and at the 
age of 19 entered the 72nd Division Indiana Volunteers 
U.S. Army, which became a part of the famous Wild- 
ers Brigade, and took part in the battle of Chickamau- 
ga. After the close of the war in 1865 he entered the 
Presbyterian Academy at Lebanon, Indiana, to com- 
plete his education. He married Kate A. Boyd of Leb- 
anon, Indiana, and for a number of years was engaged 
in farming with such success that it brought him into 
favorable notice with the farmers of the state, and 
he was frequently called upon to address farm meetings 
and conventions, and so acquired wide publicity with 
the farmers of the state. He was a Republican in 
politics and in 1886 was elected to the State Senate 
from a democratic district. He served in that capacity 
for four years, and in 1896 nominated and elected 
Governor of the state by the largest majority ever 
given any candidate for Governor up to that time. He 
was a devout Presbyterian, and served as Vice Modera- 
tor of his denomination. In 1898 Hanover College con- 
ferred upon him the Honorary Degree of Doctor of 
Laws. On January 18, 1901, just two weeks after the 
close of his term of office as Governor, he died and was 
buried at Crawfordsville, Indiana, his old home place.

Imprimis, that after my debts and funeral 
charges are paid, item (1) give all my wearing 
clothes among my three daughters to be equally 
divided—Ann Lilli, Elizabeth Bedford and Sarah 
Gunter, for them to divide the clothes among 
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themselves. Item my desire is that all of the rest 
of my estate may be appraised by three men such 
as my executors shall think fit to choose and not 
to be carried into court and after such appraise- 
ment for the money to be equally divided between 
my six children to be paid by my executors in two 
years after the appraisement to Ann Lilli, Eliz- 
abeth Bedford, Robert Flippen, Sarah Gunter, 
Ralph Flippen and Thomas Flippen. Item my de- 
sire is that after my six children above named 
hath received their parts that they give my four 
grandchildren Thomas & Ann Johnson & William 
Johnson twenty shillings each to put them to 
school. Item I do ordain and appoint my loving 
son-in-law Stephen Bedford to be my whole and 
sole executor of this my Last Will and Testament. 
' Witness my hand and seal twenty-first day of 
June One Thousand Seven Hundred and Forty- 
seven.
